SENSITIVITY 


Fatalism, not in its stricty philo- 
sophical sense, is affected by vari- 
ous people of our acquaintance. 
They profess to have a sort of dis- 
interested attitude. If they make 
the gzade, all right, if not, that’s 
all right too. 

In our estimation this shows no- 
thing | more or less than mental 
cowardice; they are afraid of their 
own reactions so they attempt to 
dull the edge of their emotions 
with a false bravado. Mental ill- 
ness can be ihe only result of these 
suppressions. : 

Browning was familiar with this 
type, and a reaction of dislike is 
evident in several of his poems. 


The opposite type is the super- 
sensitive man, who hasn’t the cour- 
age to fight on after being emo- 
tionally hurt. Naturally, a man of 
this calibre attempts to build up 
an ethereal world about himself 
which is composed of the soft and 


easy. Harsh reality pains them 
and they haven’t the fortitude to 
fact it. 


Keats was just such a man. He 
sometimes- refused to read criti 
cisms of his works for fear they 
would be unfavorable. 

Somerset Mangham, in the ap- 
proved sophisticated -coarseness of 
the day, has said of hm—‘He 
wouldn’t let a bird have blood, or 
bones, or feathers, I hope to hell 
he got it in the eye.” 

That Menlo is getting good is evi- 
denced by lack of aryesis here.

| ec haic 3 is easy to grow in the 
eellar, but does not force very 
readily until after the first of the 


year. Strong clumps several years 
old should be dug. If they are 


very large, they can be divided and 
a part of the clump set back into 
the ground. Rhubarb roots must be 
frozen solid before they are forced, 
but they make tops quickly after be- 
ing planted in boxes of earth or 
set on the cellar bottom with earth 
piled around them. Sometimes a 
little bed is made on the floor by 
setting boards on edge. If the roots 
are dug with considerable soil ad- 
hering to them, very little extra 
soil will be needed. Forcing the 
plants in darkness results in a top 
growth, which is almost white, and 
whieh is very palatable, A temper- 


ature of 40 to 60 degrees is re- 
quired, and a light sprinkling of 
water must be given from time to 
time.

OME day when you are rummaging 
through an old trunk in the attic 
or examining that bunch of old 
papers left you by your father or 
grandfather and you come across 
a newspaper which is yellowed 
with age, don’t become too excited 
if you discover that it’s a copy of 
the Ulster County Gazette*for Jan- 
uary 4, 1800, and that it contains 

an account of the funeral of George Washing 
ton. And don’t report the discovery of this 

“rare old newspaper” to the editor of the local 
paper and expect him to write something about 
it for his paper, nor ask him to find out for you 
how much it’s worth. If you do, you're pretty 
likely to be disappointed. For the chances of 
its being a “genuine, original Ulster County 
Gazette” are approximately one in a million. 
If it should be, however, you could name your 
own price and probably get it. If, as it’s ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 to 1 that it is, your copy 
is one of the innumerable reproductions of that 
famous old newspaper, then it’s worth from ten 
to twenty-five cents as a curiosity and no more, 
This edition of the Ulster County Gazette has 
been called “the most famous of all American 
historical ghosts” and it has taken nearly a 
century to lay that ghost. It is true that there 
once was such a paper, that it was established 
May 5, 1798, at Kingston, N. Y., by Samuel 


Freer and his son, Samuel S. Freer, both 
staunch Federalists in the early days of the 


Republic, and that in the edition of January 4, 
1800, it did devote a large amount of space to 
the account of Washington’s funeral. 3ut the 
Ulster County went out of existence 
in 1822 and of the total edition (probably not 
more than 300 copies) for that date most of 
them went the way of any newspaper after 
it has been read. A few probably were saved 
by those who are accustomed to preserve news- 
papers containing an account of an important 
historical event but even these copies seem to 
have disappeared eventually, 

How then to account for thousands of 
“reproductions” or “reprints which have 
flooded the country and which many possessors 
believe to be “originals”?

Other reprints probably appeared during the

Philadelphia revived interest in the Revolution, 
in Washington and in American history, in gen- 
eral, and there were several reprints of the 
famous Ulster County Gazette by printers who 
saw a chance in this to make some extra money 
and who turned out tens of thousands of 
copies. One of them, a certain Walter Gilliss, 
is said to have had the contract for supplying 
them for sale on the exposition grounds and 
more than 100,000 copies were sold at five 
cents each. 

So 
if your father or your grandfather or any other 
member of your famity attended the Centennial 
exposition that year, the chances are that the 
copy of the Gazette which you have just found 
in that old trunk was one of the Gilliss re- 
prints. 

The issuing of reproductions did not end in 
1876, however. It has been going on merrily 
ever since and as recently as 1923 an edition 
was printed for an American Legion post in 
Missouri to be sold to other Legion posts at 
121%4 cents each or to the public at 25 cents

Finally 
authorities on the subject were ready to declare 
that “not a single genuine, original copy of the 
Ulster County Gazette for January 4, 1800, is 
now in existence.” 

And then the impossible happened! In No- 
vember, 1980, the Library of Congress received 
an inquiry regarding three issues of the Gazette 
—December 28, 1799, and January 4 and January 
11, 1800. Several years previous to that time 
Clarence S. Brigham of the American Antiqua- 
rian society had been told of the existence of 
three original issues of the Gazette but had been 
unable to locate them, The dates of these were 
the same as the dates on those reported to the 
Library of Congress, The Library of Congress 
knew of this and was net slow in putting two 
and two together, The result was that it se-
